CURRENT SITUATION: Good progress was made on large fires in the Rocky
Mountain and Southwest Areas. High to extreme fire danger remains
throughout the southwestern United States. Resource mobilization through
NICC decreased yesterday.

Rocky Mountain Area Large Fires:

BUFFALO CREEK, Pike/San lIsabel National Forest. A Type | Incident
Management Team (Birch) is assigned. Favorable weather kept fire activity
low yesterday. Secretary Glickman and Govenor Romer will visit the fire
today. Residents evacuated from South Platte, Buffalo Creek and Pine have
returned to their homes. The community of Spring Creek remains evacuated.

CRYSTAL, Arapaho/Roosevelt National Forest. A Type Il Incident Management
Team (Krugman) is assigned. Containment was achieved yesterday.

Alaska Area Large Fires:

Alaska has 1 fire in confinement/limited strategy for 14,200 acres.

OUTLOOK: Arizona will be sunny, very dry and a little warmer. High
temperatures will range from the 80"s in the mountains to 105 in the low
deserts. Minimum relative humidities will be 5-20%. Afternoon winds will
be out of the west at 10 to 20 MPH with gusts to 30 MPH in the northern
and eastern sections. New Mexico and southern Colorado will have some
morning low clouds along the eastern plains otherwise sunny with a few
afternoon clouds and isolated afternoon thunderstorms over the Colorado
Rockies. High temperatures will range from the 70"s in the highest
elevations to near 100 in southern New Mexico. Breezy conditions from the
southwest will occur in the afternoon. Southern California will be mostly
sunny and breezy in the afternoon with gusts to 30 MPH in the deserts.
High temperatures will range from the 70"s and 80"s to near 105 in the
lower deserts. Central Florida will be mostly cloudy with scattered
showers and thundershowers. High temperatures will be In the 80"s with
east winds at 5 to 15 MPH. Southern Alaska will be cloudy with showers
and isolated thundershowers. Winds will be out of the southwest up to 20
MPH. High temperatures will be 45 to 55. [Initial attack and large fire
activity is expected to continue in the southwestern U.S.
